A UNIQUE DEBATE. 

The debute on Tuesday Inst in the Legis- 
lative Council, on the Barristers' bill, inquires 
something more than a passing notice. The 
Chief Justice agreed with tiie bill generally, 
but was opposed to the clauat) admitting 
barristers to practice an attorneys and attor- 
neys as barris'.eru. The r enjoin, boivever, 
given by Judge Cameron lor excluding thia 
(.Inuacdo not appear to bo very forcible. He 
says that previous to lha advent of English 
practitioners, he allowed Anierieana to fill 
both positions, but that on the airival ol pro- 
fessional men from England ho found thu 
latter incnpablo tl piiii-thiny in the two ca- 
pacities. Now all that ,ve could fairly deduae 
from this would be that English lawyers, as 
6 general rule, wete unsuited to small colonies, 
und that before they could be admitted to 
practice, they should be obliged to make 
themselves conversant with the duties of thai 
branch of ihe proleHsion which they had 
hitherto neglected. We have holme said that 
colonies were not mnde for liwyers. If we 
have a certain class ol barriatei s and attor- 
neys whose experience has been confined to 
but one part of the profession, it is scarcely 
reasonable to malt.! the colony pay double 
for its law on that account It the Chief 
Justice were a law reformer he would turn 
(he tables on the ambitious gentlemen flora 
England, and introduce a clause into ihe 
Barristers' bill thai would prohibit them or 
any lawyers from practising who wi re not con 
versant with duties appertaining to both bar- 
ristei and attorney. But Judge Cameron 
talks too much ol lha " rights and digoiiy of 
the profession " to nuke any reforms 'hat 
would evei cheapen law in Vancouver 
Island. 

The Colonial Secretary was in favor of 
the general principles ol Ihe bill, but he 
wished a postponement of its consideration 
on two grounds— first, in order ;< give the 
Attorney General time 10 lurbisb up his 
knowledge of legal practice in ether colo- 
nies, ami second to give the new Chief Jus- 
tieeau opportunity oi voting on the meaiure. 
Now, what tiie practice of uin^r colonies 
■ as to do in this matter we are entirely at a 
loss to conceive. II the people of Yancou.- 
ver Island desire certain law. to meet cer- 
tain exigencies, what is il to ihem if the 
North American Provinces, or Australasia, 
oi the British West ladies, adept .« different 
class 01 enactments. What the learned At- 
torney tlerier.il is going to discover in ihe 
consolidated statutes lI other colonies we 
do not proloss to know ; but there is some- 
thing eminently profound in tbo idea of 
making laws, nut to suit thu population that 
demand them, but 1'rocruslean like, by cutting 
umasuros down to the standards ul other 
countries. The suggestion ol the Colonial 
Secretary to postpone the discussion of the 
bill until the arrival of a new Chief Justice 
is about as enlightened us the foregoing. 
If iho. poople oi the colony choose to have 
a certain law we would like to know what 
u Chief Justice's opinion, as a /'gulator, has 
got to do vritb the iiialt- r .
